the men in those early hourj and those 
who start work under belter physiolog- 
ical conditions. In these flying 
they see only that time is ''put in," aud 
time instead of energy is the common 
measure of woik done in the factory. 
Very often the writer has observed that 
men after losing quarters have got 
through more work in the day than 
others who commenced at 0 o'clock. 
The loss of time in quarter days— 
"knocking off corners"—-is obvious, but 
energy losses do not show directly in 
the books, nor arc- they always appar- 
ent to those who suffer thereby. 


Nor does the mischief consist alone 


in broken rest. Early rising carries 
with it exhausting conditions. Men 
arc hungry and .alack In consequence of 
going out into the raw cold -without 
food or warm drink in the stomach 
and hiving to work thus for two hours 
aud a half before breaking fast. Often 
they get wet and stand in wet clofhes 
and boots without the fortifying influ- 
ence afforded by food at the proper 
time. 


The darkness of winter mornings fa- 


vors skulking, to which the badly light- 
ed state of many shops Is favorable. 
Men hare to hurry to get inside tho 
gates by time. Then opportunities are 
taken to lace up boots and finish a too 
hasty toilet, perhaps to surreptitiously 
warm a cup of coffee and to rub and 
warm chilled hands and limbs. Work 
is nearly always slack before breakfast 
owing to thp raw environment, for well 
warmed shops arc ns yet exceptional In 
Great Britain. These things are neces- 
sarily winked at, but if a foreman or 
manager appear the men are alive for 
the time and put on a spurt which does 
not last.— Joseph Homer in Cassier's 
Magazine.

Maritime Workers' Federation. 
The unions composed oC men em- 


ployed lix the different branches of 
maritime industry ore seriously con- 
sidering the formation of a new federa- 
tion. A prominent member of one of 
the maritime unions characterizes the 
plan as a. labor trust. "It will be a 
trust comprising every branch of labor 
employed on tbe boats, from captain 
to deckhand, and everybody ou the dock 
who has anything: to do with the han- 
dling of the freight," said he. 


"There hns been this trouble hereto- 


fore with all the organizations of ma- 
flne men. They have been merely for 
one or another particular class. The 
engineers have their association for 
the benefit only of engineers. 
Other 


branches are the same. A little hns 
been accomplished for good probably 
in each organization except the cap- 
tains'. 
The skippers have gradually 


lost their once mighty power and come 
down the scale to a position relatively 
no better than that of any other paid 
laborer. The facility with which ves- 
sels can be reported nowadays keeps 
the owners in constant touch with their 
ships. The skippers have foreseen the 
time coining when an attempt will be 
made to cut their wages down and 
have organized for mutual protection. 


"The plan under way now is to unite 


all the different organizations under 
one body, so that when one branch has 
a grievance the whole body will know 
of'it and be able to assist in adjusting 
the conditions. The Longshoremen's 
union, with 300,000 members, is con- 
sidered the natural base for the opera- 
tion of this combine, and already steps 
to that end have been taken by the 
organization. If the prejudice between 
the skippers and the other classes of. 
labor can be overcome, it is likely that 
within n year all branches of the mari- 
time industry will be allied."

When 
he had concluded his talk with me, he 
turned to me and asked that I show 
him the way to the office of our friend. 
I was glad to do it In order to observe 
more closely his conduct. He weat 
through the usual performance, failing 
to go down the stairway. 


"I went to a physician," tho narratoi 


continued, "who made a specialty of 
peculiar things in a psychological way 
and told him how strangely the poet 
had acted. The last time I had gone tc 
tho stairway with him toe seemed to 
linger longer than usual, and his face 
wore a frantic cast as he looked down 
the long, dark stairway. The physician 
immediately classified the mental de- 
rangement and told me that ho had 
never sccu a case of it and would like 
to meet the poet in order to conduct 
an experiment. He said it was a feai 
of space and gave me the technical 
name for it, but this is unimportant. 
The physician told me that it was a 
rare mental disease and manifested it- 
self in different ways. But a general 
symptom was found in a fear of dark 
places. 


" 'The fact is,' the physician said, 


'that men afflicted in this way are 
afraid that they will be swallowed up 
by some great and bottomless chasm, 
aud no doubt our poet friend believed 
that if he had ventured down the dark 
stairway which led to the office of his 
friend he would have stepped off of the 
earth, and, as he "was not ready to quit 
the world, he did not go.' 


"After this the physician met the 


poet, and he told me of a number of in- 
teresting experiments he had made 
with him and said there wTas no ques- 
tion about the correctness of his first 
diagnosis. It was a case of fear of 
space, and after the poet is gone, if the 
physician survives him, he will prob- 
ably regale his scientific brethren with 
a rather interesting record taken from 
the life of one of America's, groat 
poets."—New Orleans Times-Democrat

Shot Tvro and Himself. 


Hagerstowu, Md., June 26.—William 


Grant, a Cumberland Valley railroad 
oeoiiiotive engineer, shot aud killed 
Yard Master Jacob H. Fuller and Po- 
iceiuan Flora aud was himself fatally 
wounded by Flora as he fell. Grant, 
who had bsen 20 years in the service 
of the railroad, was discharged ou the 
report of Yard Master Fuller. A meet- 
rig between Grant, Fuller and Freight 
Agent S. H. Long to talk over the niat- 
:er of Grant's discharge was arranged. 
When the men met, Grant, without 
warning, fired four shots into Fuller, 
who died an hour later, and then shot 
at Long, but the bullet only grazed his 
head. Policeman Flora came running 
up, and Grant shot him through the 
heart, killing him almost instantly. As 
he fell Flora fired a bullet into Grant's 
abdomen, inflicting a wound from 
which he cannot recover. 


Killed Er-clitef of Police. 


Seattle, June 26.—John W. Cousuline, 


one of the promoters of the Standard

ater, shot and killed ex-Chief of Police 
W. L. Meredith. The shooting occurred 
in a drug store in the heart of the city.

of his injuries. lie is the second victim 
of Churchill, who assaulted and killed 
his wife, Minnie Churchill, Minttin-'s 
daughter, at the same time. Minturn 
tver since the crime has hovered be- 
tween life and death. Churchill Is still 
a prisoner at the county Jail. He has 
recovered from the effects of self ad- 
ministered poison.

ment^ are conclusive and plausibly so. 
In New Zealand the men can respond: 
'"Then we will take the matter to the 
arbitration court That tribunal will 
examine your books and determine 
whether your plea of inability to pay 
us wore and grant shorter hours and 
still make a profit for yourselves is 
well founded. 
The decision of the 


court in tliis case will be binding on 
all your competitors in this district. 
If you raise our wages 10 per cent, 
all who work for your rivals are en- 
titled to demand the benefit of the de- 
cision."' 


So the first solvent applied by New 


Zealand to the problem is publicity. 
Not the publicity of which we hear 
so much in the United Stares ami 
which merely means that both masters 
and men can run t.'> the newspapers 
with ex parte statements or that re- 
porters shall be given opportunity to 
make superficial investigations, but tho 
publicity which comprehends a thor- 
ough scrutiny of the books of the em- 
ployer in court by the men. The re- 
sults of this scrutiny are not given 
general publicity. The facts are known 
to the arbitration court only, a judge 
of the supreme court, a judge nominat- 
ed by the laboring people and a judge 
nominated 
by the 
employing class. 


These judges are elected for general 
service, not specially for each case. 
They h.'ivc all nnd more than the pow- 
ers of an ordinary court of law. The 
issues must be presented to them by 
the litigants personally, not by hired! 
attorneys, a regulation which disposes 
of the power of the employers to en- 
gage tlio more highly paid nnd pre- 
sumably the more efficient legal talent. 
Tlio decision of the court is enforcea- 
ble by line or imprisonment or bofh, 
but the court hns discretion to evade 
enforcement If it sees tit, it being cou- 
cc-Ivnhlo that a case might arise iu 
which literal enforcement might be 
*>H ui v:i lout to civil war. It is worthy 
of note, however, that no such ca«e 
has arisen In the six years' life of tho 
law, 
anil, while there have been many 


labor dissensions, there has not been 
one strike. 
All have been settled la 


the court or through the board of con- 
ciliation, which is the tribunal of fir&t 
resort. 


While the case is pending the em- 


ployer cannot dJscJfjuxrsa his men nor 
nxWui the men stop work. Wages contin- 
ue at tho ligure fixed prior to the pro- 
posed change. The decision is binding 
on all workers and all employers in the 
some line of luisiuesri nnd on new men 
entering the ilisttiet after it is render- 
ed.

It is advan- 
tageous to the honorable employer, fc>r 
it frees him from sweatshop competi- 
tion. It is advantageous to the work- 
man, 
for it saves him the lost time and 


money of strikes and equally with his 
employer from

sweatshop. It Is lulvantngi'ous to tho 
public, for it prewuis interruption K> 
business, the disturbance of credit and 
the disorder that always accompany a 
hard fought strike.

form of arbitration that has proved or 
can prove offoctiveV The worklnjmeu 
says, "I do*i't propose to work under 
compulsion from a court," and so he 
works under compulsion from a capi- 
talist who mi) always array starvation 
on his side. The employer says: "C 
don't propose to snow tin- tigures of my 
business to any court. I will run my 
business to suit myself." And so he 
dot's unless some time his workmen 
catch him when bo Is weak nnd tunlco 
him run It to suit themselves and with- 
out much regard to the equities of tho 
cns<>.
